COUPLE HAD RETIRED 





Policemen Seeking Evidence of 
Poker Game, Get Chips, but 
No Cards. 





Four members of the gambling squad 
and a nolice sargeant swooped down, 
in an after-midnight raid, on the rooms 
of Mrs. Sarah E. Gallaher in the Dun- 
das Apartments, 4503 Washington boule- 
vard, and after a siege, entered at 2 a. 
m. Wednesday and arrested five men. 
An anonymous letter to the police, 
saying there was a gambling game con- 
ducted there, occasioned the raid. 

The men were guests of Mrs. Galla- 
her, who nine years ago made a fortune 
in Texas oil, selling for 
piece of land at the Beaumont fields, 
which she had bought for $10. They 
were not playing cards when the de- 
tectives entered. They declare that their 
hostess’. daughter, Mrs. Clarice Wise, 
and her husband, who had retired, were 
made to get out of bed in order that 
the bed might be searched for cards, 
chips and money. No cards were found 
cn the premises. 

Mrs. Wise was formerly a vaudeville 
actress and singer. She, her husband 
and her mother, were not arrested. 

Sausage for Breakfast. 

The five prosperous looking men were 
taken first to the Newstead Avenue Po- 
lice Station, then to the Central District 
holdover. There, at breakfast time, 
they munched sausage and protested 
loudly against their detention. and 
against the sausage, which came from 
the meat establishment of one of their 
number, Charles Scholl. 

Scholl, a well-known politician, was 
wearing evenimg clothes. He joined one 
minute in his friends’ protest, and the 
next minute sought to reconcile them 
to their diet. The others arrested were 
John P. Martin, a real estate dealer, 
living at the Washington Hotel; Charles 
EK. Ulman and James McGee, salesmen, 
of the Maryland Hotel, and Morris She}l- 
ton of 1220 Walton avenue. 

The five sent a message to John P. 
Collins, asking him to act as bonds- 
man for them. Scholl’s brother had been 
appealed to, but said he was too busy 
preparing food for holdover prisoners to 
help any particular prisoner, even one 
of the family. Arthur A. Lancaster 
later furnished the bond on which they 
were released. 

Calis It Outrage. 

“Our arrest was an outrage, de- 
clared Scholl to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, as he stood with his expansive 
shirt pressed against the holdover bars. 
“Our friend, Mrs. Gallaher, was about 
to sail for Europe, and we went there 
to Rive her a farewell party. Her son- 
in-law and daughter, Mr..and Mrs. Wise, 
had just come home from a theater 
shortly before the detectives called the 
first time, at 12.30 a. m. We weren't 
playing cards, and hadn’t been—in fact, 
we were about to go home. 

“How they got in at 2 a. 
know, but we think they must have 
forced a window downstairs. Mr. and 
Mrs. Wise had gone to bed, and the rest 
of us were sitting in the kitchen visit- 
ing. When they found we weren't play- 
ing cards, they said they were. going to 
search the house, and the first thing 
they did was to make Mr. and Mrs. 
‘Wise get out of bed and sit in chairs, 
covered with comforts, while the detec- 
tives searched the bed for cards, poker 
chips or money.’’ 

Mrs. Wise said she and her husband, 
Who live in New York, were visiting 
her mother. She was indignant over the 
arrests. She said she was aroused from 
bed, and that her husband threw a quilt 
over her... She said she was fond of 
a “little game of poker’ once in awhile, 
and that she could see no reason why 
the police should interfere with such a 
pastime. There was not a drop of liquor 
in the house, she declared ,and when her 
mother collapsed from excitement she 
had to go to a neighbors to get a tonic 
for her. 

Mrs. Gallaher denied that she conduct- 
ed a gambling game of any sort. She 
said she paid $75 a month for her apart- 
ment, and would not think of permitting 
gambling there

Witnesses told the police that the ma- 
chine was going so fast that Sage who 
carried a coil of heavy garden hose, was 
dragged about 25 vards before Heinrich 
stopped the automobile. 

Sage twas taken to the city hospital 
and died that night. Heinrich was held 
on an.information alleging manslaught- 
er. When the case came to trial’ Assis- 
tant Circuit Attorney Davis nolle prosed 
it. 

Later additional information was gath- 
ered by the Circuit Attorney’s office and 
a second information charging man- 
slaughter was lodged against Heinrich. 
He was rearrested last June and re- 
leased on a bond signed by _his employer,

violation of the criminal provisions of the Sherman anti-trust 
act, went on trial in the United States District Court today. The 
way to the trial had led through nine years of legal technicalities. 


The trial, although actually begun, 


is likely even yet to: be 


stopped, according to attorneys, by a ruling of the United States * 
Supreme Court on the latest appeal of the packers that the crimi-— 
nal section of the law under which they were béing tried is — 


unconstitutional. 


Pending such a decision, the defendants en- 


tered separate pleas of not guilty today. 


The general trend of the Government's 
stand was indicated by the questions 
asked the first panel by Attorney James 
A. Sheean of counsel for the Govera- 
meni: 

“ : 

Have you any opinion as -to the 
propriety of the Government attempting 
to regulate the conduct of private busi- 
ness? Have you or any of your relatives 
ever: transacted any business at the 
Chicago Union Stock Yards? Have you 
any relatives employed in any banks, 
packing plants or any concern affiliated 
with the packing industry?’ 

Henry Hemis,

Walter Bordwell has issued a formal 
statement giving his views as to the 
McNamara rial, and especially what 
fought about its termination.

"In a spirit of indifference to every- 
thing in the McNamara cases, save the 
facts and the law applicable thereto, I 
deem it due to the tourt and to this 
community that I should make a brief 
public statement regarding the circum- 
stances attending the abrupt close of 
these cases, together with sufficient 
comment to indicate my views as to such 
circumstances. This is done in the hope 
of correcting, if possible, some miscon- 
ceptions due to erroneous publications, 
and particularly to an article which ap- 
peared in a local newspaper on Dec. 2, 
over the signature of Lincoln Steffens. 

“In the first place, the claim or sug- 
gestion that the termination of the cases 
was due to the efforts of himself and 
other outsiders, who undertook to influ- 
ence the officers of the court—other 
than the Judge—is without justification 
in fact. 

“As to the defense, the public can rely 
on it that the developments of last week 
as to the bribery and attempted bribery 
of jurors in the James B. McNamara 
case were the efficient cause of the 
change of pleas which suddenly brought 
these cases to an end. The District At- 
torney could have had James B. Mc- 
Namara’'s plea of guilty Jong ago if he 
had been willing to dismiss the cases 
against his brother, but he refused, in- 
sisting that the latter was guilty and 
should suffer punishment. 

“The first proposition from those in- 
terested in the defense was that James 
B. McNamara should change his plea 
from ‘not guilty’ to ‘guilty’ on condition 
that he should not be sentenced to death 
and that his brother should go free. The 
District Attorney would not agree. 


“Afterward emissaries from the de- 
fense brought to the District Attorney 
the proposition that James B. McNa- 
mara would plead guilty and be sen- 
tenced to death, if the Court so or- 
dered, provided that his brother should 
be saved.

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HOW THE PACKERS’ 
CASE WAS FOUGHT 








CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—The Federal Gov- 
ernment first took a hand in interfer- 
ence with the plans of the packing 
magnates in 192. The Department of 
Justice secured an injunction from 
Peter S. Grosscup of the Federal 
Court, restraining the packers from or- 
ganizing a giant combine. This was: is- 
sued Ieb. 18, 1908, and two days later 
an investigation was begun, almost 
identically the same alleged acts being 
under fire as were. cited in the suit 
which opened today. 

Indictments were returned against 16 
packers July 1, 1905. Six of the 16 then 
named are among the 10 defendants 
today, and they were held# answerable 
to the same charges—combination in re- 
straint of trade. 

Counsel for the packers pleaded immu- 
nity for their clients on the ground that 
in 1904 they had freely informed the| 
Government of the plans of combination 
while James R. Garfield, Commission- 
er of Corporations, was investigating 
the trust situation. 

“Immunity Bath.’ 

Judge Humphrey agreed with them. 
and March 21, 1906, announced his fa- 
mous -“immunity bath”  opinion—the 
same that caused President Rooseveit 
to announce his public disapproval and 
censure. 

The Government rested, but made an- 
other ineffectual attempt to secure in- 
dictments in the early part of 1908. In 
1909 the grand jury also investigated 
the combine, but did net return indict- 
ments, 

March 21, 1910, after the Government 
had laid careful plans, the grand jury 
indicted the National Packing Co. and 
l0) subsiciary concerns, On the ground 
that it was a combination in restraint 
of trade. Dissolution of the trust was 
demanded.

Women patrolmen in uniform, With au-

plans of the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union are successful. 

Letters were received Wednesday by 
Police Chief Young and mempbers of 
the Police Board from Miss Fannie D. 
Robb, secretary of the W. C. T. U., ask- 
ing that policewomen be appointed and 
authorized to act as a “morality squad.” 

To Hold Meeting. 

Women workers in this cause are 
planning to call.a mass meeting early 
in January for the discussion of the 
advisability of urging the appointment 
of women patrolmen, to which the mem- 
bers of women’s organizations through- 
out St. Louis will be invited. The meet- 
ing probably will be held Jan. 3 at the 
Planters Hotel, according to present 
plans. 

“We feel that women are more keenly 
interested in the morality of the com- 
munity than the ordinary policeman,”’ 
Miss Robb: told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday. 

“Women possess a stronger sentiment 
for the care and protection of children 
and young folks than men. 

“Women acting in a supervisory ca-' 
pacity at places of amusement could in 
many instances prevent the immoral 
conditions now surrounding the youth 
of the city.

Great, corporations, particularly the 
Steel Trust, were arraigned by Raymond 
Robins in his address Wednesday be- 
fore the convention of the men and re- 
ligion forward movement in Centenary 
Methodist Church, as being responsible 
for vice and immorality. 

“The Steel Trust,” Robins declared, 
‘fs today working 60,000 men 12 hours 
a day, seven days a week. with a dou- 
ble shift of 2 hours once every tw 


weeks, in order to pay 5 percent in- 
terest on $600,000,000 watered stock. 

“Can employers overwork and under- 
pay their employes, give boys and 
girls the low wages that encourage 
vice and immoraljty, and yet call- them- 
selves Christians? Can we contrivute to 
the causes of crime and not be impil- 
cated in crime?’ 

Robins then told a story, whose scene 
\he said was in Chicago, but which he 
said could also’ be told or St. Louis 
and of every city in the United States 
of more than 100,000 population. 

Working Endless Chain. 

It was the story of a boy and a girl 
brought up in an unsanitary tenement, 
badly nourished, and required at an 
early age to work long hours, the boy in 
a factory, the girl in a sweatshop. Both, 
through lack of nourishment and of en- 
couragement in their surrqundings, were, 
inefficient workers, and_both Jost their 
places. The boy drifted into the com- 
pany of unemployed men, who taught 
him vicious practices; the girl entered 
an immoral. resort. The boy became a 
political chattel» of an alderman, and’ 
voted eight times for him on election 
day. His votes thus helped to keep in 
power the, man who used all his official 
influence against the enforcement of 
sanitary and moral regulations, and who 
did all in his power to maintain the 
conditions which had ruined the boy and 
girl. This process, he said, worked as 
an endless chain. 

Vice: in cities, he declared, was the 
result of improper wages and of the 
criminal connivance of ae and 
policemen. 

Churches Should Train Own Workers. 

Charles R. Drum of Syracuse, N. Y., 
speaking on “Individual Evangelism,” 
decried the custom of importing evan- 
gelists to serve chgrches for a week or 
two. He said the ministers should train 
the men of their own churches to do 
the work which many persons expect 
the minister to do without assistance. 

F'red B. Smith, presiding over the con- 
vention, took occasion to censure preach- 
ers and laymen who are ‘too pious to 
vote.””’ He declared church members 
should taxe an active part in politics. 

C. 5S. Medbury, D. D., of Des Moines, 
Io., was another of the speakers at the 
morning session. Platform meetings will 
be held Wednesday night in 12 churches 
in St. Louis and East St. Louis.

STILL PAINS HER 


Jury Retires While Judge Hears 
This Evidence, Which De- 
fense Protests Against. 





RECORD QUESTION ASKED 





Prosecutor Reads Two-Hour 
Query Which Witness. Answers 
With One Word.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 6.—A hypo- 
dermic injection given by Bennett Clark 
Hyde during the typhoid epidemic in 
the Swope home two years ago, still 
causes Miss Margaret Swope severe pain, 
she testified this morning. 

Replying timidly to questions asked 
outside the presence of,the jury, Miss 
Swope told of the physician, her broth- 
er-in-law, entering her sick room the 
night of Dec. 12, going to her bedside, 
giving her a hypodermic injectian and 
then leaving the room. The room was 
dark when the hypodermic was) given, 
she said, and Dr. Hyde administered it 
without taking her pulse or taking her 
condition. 

After she had described how her arm 
had swelled as a result of the injection 
and telling of the days of intense pain 
she suffered, the State’s Attorney asked 
her: 

‘Do you yet suffer as a result of the 
injection ?’’ 

“TI do,’ Margaret replied. 

“Does your arm cause ‘you much pain 
still ?’’ 

At times, very severe pain.”’ 

“Is your arm swollen yet?’ 

“Often it swells so that I cannot wear 
my. glove,’ she answered. 

Judge. Porterfield is hearing the tes- 
timony to pass upon it before any of 
it goes to the jury. He will decide its 
admissibility this afternoon. 


Hypothetical Question Yards Long. 
A feature of the morning session was 


a hypothetical question asked Dr. EI- 
mer Twyman of Independence by Henry 
Jost, the prosecutor.

He 
did not finish until 15 minutes before the 
noon adjournment. So long was the 
question that court took a recess in 
the midst of it to give everybody a rest.

It took 10,000 words to ask ‘the ques- 
tion. The witness answered in this 
wise: ‘ 

“No.”’ 

“Could the condition of the arm have 
come from camphorated . oil?’’ Jost 
asked. 

“It could not.’’ 

Dr. E. L. Stewart, from whom Dr. 
Hyde obtained typhoid, diphtheria and 
other cultures, repeated his testimony 
at the first trial of his going to Dr. 
Hyde’s office during his absence and 
substituting pus germs for the tube of 
diphtheria germs and examining the ty- 
phoid tubes jp see if any had been 
taken out. 


Hold Accusative Suspictons., 
“Why did you do this?” Jost asked. 


‘‘Because I felt it would be safer to 
have the bacteria in my own posses- 
sion and because I felt there might be 
some connection between Dr. Hyde hav- 
ing the cultures and the typhoid epi- 
demic at the Swope home,” the phy- 
sician answered. 

Hiyde’s face was a peculiar study as 
Stewart repeated his accusing story. His 
eves never left for a moment those of 





the witness and he missed not a word) 


of what he said. 

Mrs. Margaret C. Swope, mother of 
Miss Margaret, and Pear] Kellar, the 
nurse, were the other witnesses of the 
morning.

PARIS, Dec. 6—“I am waiting here 
for my punishment to come I have 
sent a telegram to Premier Canalejas 
asking that, whatever punishment the 
King, my nephew, may decree for me, 
it may be made known quickly so that 
I may go away.

Some 
day I hope to return to America, for 
I have often said that I am by nature 
and disposition an American. 

“The people of America have always 
been kind to me. They have always 
treated me justly in spite of untrue 
rumors my enemies in the Spanish 
court have persistently spread about 
me, maligning my character and mak- 
ing me appear entirely different from 
what I am. 

‘“T am like none of my people. I never 
have been. 

Husband Lives With Another. 

“For that reason I have always been 
made to suffer. Sometimes through 
my son, my eldest son, who is now in 
Morocco, whom I love more than any- 
thing else in life. 

‘‘When I married an annual sum of 
money was granted to me as daughter 
of a king. When I separated from 
my husband 11 years ago, this allow- 
ance under the Code Napoleon, was 
paid to him. I was represented as in 
the wrong. 

‘‘My husband lives today with another 
woman in a house in Paris within a 
few yards of where I am living. We 
cannot be divorced, because there is 
no divorce in Spain. But, because of 
my enemies, I was left penniless, while 
this husband received my money. 

No Gayety in Her Life. 

‘When I came to Paris it was repre- 
sented that I chose this city because I 
was frivolous and wished to share in its 
gayeties. My life here is, and has al- 
ways been, simple in the extreme. I 
have never been to the famous restau- 
rants or show places, such as mast 
women who live here go to in order to 
be amused. These things I tell you to 
show you how persistently I have been 
misrepresented. My day is devoted to 
reading and writing and to simple exer- 
cise, such as bicycling in the Boise de 
Boulogne. I retire early, never later 
than 10 o’clock. I rise early. I see few 
friends. 

“Many of my fmends ar& Americans, 
because I find their compani 
genial. I admire the sincerity oJ} Ameri- 
can women. I have the highesf respect 
for American men, because théy believe 
in work. In Europe it is only the man 
who doesn’t work who is respected. 

Friends Are Americans. 

“Sometimes people say to me: ‘Amer- 
icans are rough,’ but I answer: ‘I do 
not care if they are rough. Their hearts 
are true and loyal.’ 

‘When I wrote my book I sincerely 
believed I was doing good. It contains 
no evil; it was merely the reflections 
that have come to me in my life, the 
putting of experiences into maxims that 
might be helpful to others. It is moral 
and helpful, not harmful. But here I 
have been condemned by my own 
nephew, who has never. even seen the 
book, who orders me not to publish it. 

“T received the telegram from him and 
sent my reply just as they were orig- 
inally given, but now through the in- 
fluence of the King and court, it is even 
said that these telegrams. were not as 
reported, that the King didn’t order me 
not to publish my book until he had 
given his permission. Also, in the ‘of- 
ficial’ version of my telegram to the 
King part is suppressed. 

Will Bear Punishment. 

“T don’t know what punishment is to 
be meted out to me, but I will bear it 
without a murmur. I suppose my al- 
lowance will be cut off. Also I presume 
the Spanish court will force Rome to ex- 
communicate me, because in two mild 
paragraphs, I have said I favor divorce 
under certain conditions. Whatever 
they do to me they will be unable to op- 
press or depress me. 

“T*feel I have right. I wish only the 
liberty to work and live my way away 
from courts, trying to do the best I can. 
They can’t prevent me from doing that. 
Therefore they cannot frighten me; they 
cannot sadden me, although I suppose

The girl told Matthews she had col- 
lected money in Joliet, Aurora and Chi- 
cago, Ill, She had raised about $70, she 
said, but most of that amount had been 
spent in traveling to St. Louis. The 
Sergeant decided to investigate and ac- 
companied her to the Merchants’ Hotel, 
where she had been stopping. There 
-he found she was registered as Miss 
Schmidt. A man calling himself C. N, 
Schmidt, and claiming to be her broth- 


er, was found at the hotel. He also} 


Was arrested. 

At Central Station a letter soliciting 
alms was found in the young man’‘s 
possession. It introduced the bearer as 
Charles P. Raydorf, a deaf mute, who 
needed money to get to the National 
Training School for Deaf Mutes at 
Washington, D. C. 

“Are you Raydorf?” he was asked.

Greatest Men.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Thomas A. Edi- 
son’s list of the ‘‘20 greatest men in his- 
tory’ would nét include Andrew Car- 
negie. Carnegie’s included Edison. 

“Mr. Carnegie’s list,’’ said Edison to- 
day, “is a steel maker's list. Every 
man has his own particular list. Taft's 
would be different from mine.” 

“In yours, would Carnegie be men- 
tioned?’”’ he was asked directly. 

“That’s too personal,’ he returned. 

“Carnegie,” he explained, “is an ex- 
ponent of rapid Americanism. He deals 
in great outputs. He has brought steel- 
making to high grade—perhaps not in 
quality, but in output. If @ man can 
take a 500-ton machine and get 1600 
tons out of it, it is a great act.’’ 

“Off-hand, whom would you mention 
as the greatest men?’’-was queried. 

“Gutenburg, inventor of printing,”’ he 
at once answered. After a little, he 
added, Watts, Stevenson, Pasteur, then 
stopped. ; 

‘“‘Would you include any poets?’ 

“No,” he deliberated; ‘‘no poets.” 

“Any writers at all?” 

“Shakspeare. He had wonderful power 
of expression; great originality in com- 
bining words to form great original 
sentences.

Had James B. and John J. McNamara fought 
to the finish and been sentenced to death, the 
clash of unionism and capital in Los Angeles 
would have been embittered and class hatred 
throughout the nation would have received un- 
fortunate and unnecessary impetus. 

As matters stand, the brothers are self-confess- 
edly guilty of the crimes with which they are 
charged. There is no room for doubt. No un- 
scrupulous, firebrand agitator can hold them up 
as martyrs to capitalism or victims of persecu- 
tion. 

The McNamaras earned a degree of clemency 
by admission of guilt and by service to the State 
in its endeavor to bring to justice every man con- 
cerned in the dynamite outrages which have hor- 
rified the country. If through them labor can 
free its ranks from any others, if others of labor’s 
friends there be, identified with dynamiting, the 
McNamaras will also deserve leniency from 
unionism.

PRESIDENT TAFT’S SURRENDER. 
President Taft’s message contains an ad- 


mirable defense and exposition of the Sherman 
anti-trust law and the Supreme Court decisions 
enforcing it. It is comprehensive and complete 
—exhaustive as a judicial opinion. He shows 
that the law is efficient for the destruction of 
monopoly. He shows that the decisions of the 
court are lucid and effective. He does not ad- 
mit a shadow of doubt as to the clarity of the 
law in the light of judicial interpretations or 
a possibility of misunderstanding as to its pur- 
port or as to the acts it forbids. He declares 
that the criminal clause can be enforced. 

He asserts unqualifiedly the necessity of the 
law and its rigid enforcement. He sums up the 
value and-the soundness of the law in this 
vigorous and striking paragraph: 

The anti-trust act is the expression of the 
effort of a freedom-loving people to preserve 
equality of opportunity. It is the result of 
the confident determination of such a people 
to maintain their future growth by preserving 
uncontrolled and unrestricted the enterprise 
of the individual, his industry, his ingenuity, 
his intelligence and his independent courage. 
Having proved the soundness, the lucidity and 

necessity of the law he suggests that it needs 
to be supplemented with a law providing Fed- 
eral licehses for corporations and creating a 
commission to instruct their managers how to 
avoid violating the law and to regulate their 
business in conformity with the law. 

Why a commission to enlighten business men 
how to avoid violating a clear law? Why a 
commission to interpret and enforce a lucid and 
efficient law now effectively enforced by the 
courts? 

After using 4000 words to show how good the 
anti-trust law is and how thoroughly it can be 
enforced Mr. Taft adds a thousand words to 
show the necessity of a supplementary measure 
legalizing the trusts and creating a commission 
to regulate their business in accordance with 
the law. His recommendation is summed up in 
the following words: 


These (Supreme Court) decisions suggest the 
need and wisdom of additional or supplemental 
legislation to make it easier for the entire bus- 
iness community to square with the rule of 
action and legality. 

I renew the recommendation of: the enact- 
ment of a general law providing for the volun- 
tary formation of corporations to engage in 
commerce among the states. 

They should be subject to rigid rules as to 
their organization and procedure, including 
effective publicity, and to the closest super- 
vision as to the issue of stocks and bonds by 
an executive bureau or commission in the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, to which 
in times of doubt they might submit their pro- 
posed plans for future business. 

The opportunity for frequent consultation 
with the bureau or commission as to the le- 
gitimate purpose of its transactions would 
offer it as great security against successful 
prosecutions for violations of the law as would

The dilatory nature of the packers’ resort to 
habeas corpus is shown by the scant considera- 
tion it received from the Supreme Court.

Property. 





RECEIVERSHIP PROBABLE 





Wabash Last Year Had a Deficit 
Amounting to $6,112,000, 
Forcing Crisis. 





NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Preliminary 
steps have been taken toward the re- 
organization of the Wabash Railroad by 
the appointment of Winslow S. Pierce 
as chairman of a committee of reor- 
ganization which will prepare a plan for 
raising a large amount of cash by as- 
sesement on the preferred and common 
stocks of from $10 to $15 a share, it is 
estimated. 

Receivership proceedings will probably 
be taken soon. The financial rehabilita- 
tion of the property will follow, .and 
eventually it is expected to form part of 
a strong system which will consist of 
Wabash-Pittsburg Terminal, Wheeling & 
Lake Erie and the Wabash. The two 
stocks sold yesterday on a receivership 
basis, the preferred breaking to 17% and 
the common to 6%. 

The crisis was forced by the fact that 
the Wabash last year failed to earn its 
fixed charges of $403,000 and had a deficit 
amounting to $6,112,000. The Wabash 
refunding 4s have within the last six 
months declined from 76 to 47. This was 
generally accepted in Wall street as 
foreshadowing a default on the coupons 
due on Jan. 1. 

The directors met a week ago to take 
action on the payment of the interest 
and to receive a_ proposition from a 


banking syndicate to furnish money nec- | 


essary for the company’s rehabilitation, 
provided it would abandon all its in- 
terest in Wabash-Pittaburg and Wheel- 
ing & Lake Erie. No action was taken 
at the time and this led to the suspicion 
that a reorganization of the property 
would follow. 

The connection of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
with the reorganization will be due 
largely to the fact that they are hold- 
ers of $8,000,000 of Wheeling & Lake Erie 
notes, guaranteed by the Wabash prop- 
erty. 

A prominent man identified with the 
property said today that the Wabash 
would need between $10,000,000 and $15,- 
000,000 to place itself in a sound posi- 
tion. This sum can be raised only in 
two ways, by voluntary subscription or 
by foreclosure proceedings. The chance 
of raising the money by voluntary con- 
tributions of the stockholders is too re- 
mete to be seriously considered. 


BLODGETT’S OUSTER 
CREATES SURPRISE 


Both He and Pryor Were 
Thought to Be Fixtures in 
Wabash Management. 


Surprise in St. Louis was created by 
the dropping from the board of Wells 
H. Blodgett, who had been for many 
years general solicitor for the Wabash, 
and E. B. Pryor, who had been fourth 
vice-president and purchasing agent. 
Blodgett and Pryor had both been with 
the Wabash system for many years, and 
were regarded in St. Louis as fixtures. 
They were the only St. Louis men af- 
fected by the reorganization ‘of the 
Board of Directors. 

How the genera] reorganization of the 
road will] affect other St. Louisans iden- 
fied with its management is not known 
at this time. Under the new board itis 
contemplated that an entirely new or- 
ganization will be put in control. The 
other directors ousted were Jay Gould, 
son of George J. Gould; Edgar T. Wells 
and E. T. Jeffrey. 

The directors elected to succeed the 
old board were Edwin Hawley,. chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of the 
Missourt, Kansas & Texas Railway; 
Robert Goelet, Alvin W. Krech and 
Winslow S. Pierce: The new board 
elected Pierce chairman to succeed Jef- 
rey, who had long been the right-hand 
man of Gould in the management of 
the Wabash.
